During  April  6f.8'^  of  the  total  producer  milk  was  priced  in  Class  I at  $5*37 
per  c\rt . with  a butterfat  differential  of  7-7  cents  and  32*2^  v/as  priced  in  Class 
II  at  $3.02  per  cwt'.  with  a butterfat  differential  of  6.6  cents.  The  percent  of 
producer  skim  and  butterfat  priced  in  Class  I was  68.2^  and  57  •8'5^  respectively. 

Base  milk  vras  Q6-l‘fo  and  excess  milk  was  13-9%  of  the  total  producer  deliveries. 

All  excess  milk  and  21.3^  base  milk  was  priced  in  Class  II  and  jQ ‘Tfo  of  base  milk 
was  priced  in  Class  I .
